The main 
piiilding was built on tho transverse 
ayers of twelve-inch timber, above which 
svas placpd a mass of concrete, in which 
was imbedded railroad bars and T beams. 
[he building covers one and five-eighths 
acres and has a total street frontage of 
"10 feet. The main entrance is on Con- 
gress street, although an entrance can be 
gained from either Wabash or Michigan 
Avenue. Yastnees and solidity are the 
jharacteristics of this new landmark of 
Jhicago. This building has already be- 
come historic find which, in its manifold 
character a.s containing a hall, theater, 
lotel and hundreds of offices, IB destined

CRETS OF THE ANCIENTS. 


Flexible Glim, Lumlnoun Fainting and 


Remarkable Machinery That the Old 
Time Artluans Produced, but Which We 
Cannot—Damaseua Blades. 
There are many things that the ancients 
new which is lost to the world despite 
10 fact that our boasted modern enter- 
rise has tried hard to recover the miss- 
ng link. 
The chemists of old com- 


Kmnded numerous drugs, to which we 
re strangers, and in the industrial arts 
.ere are evidences that in a variety of 
ccupations they were more skillful than 
re are. 
In the letters of the Catholic priests 
rho first visited China, which were 
lublished in France 200 years ago, they 
elate that they were shown a glass, 
ransparent and colorless, which was 
illed with a liquid inado by the Chinese, 
vliich to the observers appeared to be 
as clear as water. 
This liquid was 


»ured into the glass; then, looking 
hrough it, it seemed to be filled with 
Ishes. 
This was not owing to any peculiarity 


>f the fluid, but to the glass itself. The 
Chinese confessed that they did not 
make them, but that they were the 
ilunder of some foreign conquest many 
:enturies before. 


MYSTERY OP THE OX. 


The art of luminous painting was 


mown to the Japanese 900 years ago, and 
in extract from one of their old writers 
,as been translated as follows: 
One Su Ngoli many years ago had a 


picture of an ox. Every day the ox left 
he picture frame to graze and returned 
0 sleep within it at night. This picture 
;amo into the possession of the Emperor 
?ai Tsung of the Sung dynasty ruling 
'rom 070 to 998, who showed it to his 
courtiers and asked them for an expla- 
lation, which none of them, however, 
xmld give. 


At last a certain Buddhist priest said 


;hat the Japanese found some nacreous 
bubstanco within the flesh of a certain 
dud of oyster they picked up when the 
rocks were bared at low tide, and that 
Lhey ground this into color material and 
ihen painted pictures with it which were 
nvisiblc by day and luminous by night. 


The secret simply was that during the 


day the figure of an ox was not visible 
and it was therefore said that it left the 
'rame to go grazing. 


Many instances of remarkable me- 


chanical ingenuity are related by vari- 
ous ancient authors. In the year 1578, 
the twentieth of Queen Elizabeth's rcigu, 
one Mark Scaliot, a blacksmith, made a 
ock consisting of eleven pieces of iron, 
steel and brass, with a hollow key in it, 
that altogether weighed but one gram of 
;old. He also made a gold chain, coru- 
x>sed'of forty-three links, which lie fast- 
ened to the lock and key. In the pros- 
inco of the queen he put the chain about 
tho neck of a flea, which drew it with 
ease, after which he put the lock and 
key, flea and chain into a pair of scales, 
ami they altogether weighed but one 


rain, and a half. 
Myrinecides, an ancient carver, was 


also so proficient in microscopic mechan- 
ism that lie made an ivory chariot with 
four whcclH, and as many harnessed 
horses, in so small a compass that a fly 
might havo hidden them all under its 
wings. The same artisan made a bhip 


ith all her decks, masts, yards, rigging 


and sails, which took up scarcely more 
1 oom than tho chariot. 


The silver sphere, "a most noble and 


ingenious performance," which was pre- 
sented to Sultan Solytuan the Magnifi- 
cent by his imperial majesty Ferdinand, 
is mentioned by Paulus Jovius as showing 
and keeping time with the motions of 
the celestial bodies in their various con- 
figurations. It was carried to Constanti- 
nople by twelve men and there put to- 
gether by the artist that made it. 


DIMINUTIVE MECHANISM. 


An artificer named Cornelius Van 


Drubble once mado an instrument like 
an organ that, being set in tho open air 
under iv warm sun, would play airs of 
itself without the keys being touched, 
but would not play in the shade.

That Scott's story 
is by no means an exaggeration is proved 
by a traveler who relates that he once 
saw a man in Calcutta throw a handful 
of floss silk into the air and a Hindoo 
never it to pieces with his saber —New 
York News.
